PER  CAPITA  CONSUMPTION 
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Egg  output  this  summer  will  lag  but  broiler  and 
turkey  output  will  continue  to  gain  compared  with  a 
year  earlier.  Egg  prices  are  expected  to  rise  more  than 
usual  this  summer  and  average  moderately  above  the 
depressed  year-earlier  levels  through  fall.  Broiler  prices  in 
the  second  half  may  be  up  slightly. 

Egg  production  through  April  this  year  averaged  2 
percent  above  1971  with  the  largest  gains  early  in  the 
period.  But  May  output  was  down  about  2  percent, 
trailing  year-earlier  levels  for  the  first  time  since 
mid-1969.  Layer  numbers  on  June  1  were  down  3 
percent  but  the  rate  of  lay  was  up  about  1  percent  from 
a  year  ago.  Increases  in  productivity  likely  will  limit  the 
decline  in  egg  production  this  summer.  However,  an 
aging  flock  and  more  molted  layers  will  tend  to  hold 
down  increases  in  the  rate  of  lay. 

Large  egg  supplies  and  weak  egg  demand  for  table  use 
have  sharply  reduced  egg  prices.  Producers'  prices  for  all 
eggs  in  mid-May  averaged  27.4  cents  a  dozen,  unchanged 
from  April  but  more  than  2  cents  below  May  1971.  This 
was  the  lowest  mid-May  price  since  1968.  Markets  have 
strengthened  in  recent  weeks.  New  York  wholesale 
prices  of  Grade  A  large  eggs  in  mid-June  were  around  31 
cents  a  dozen,  about  2  cents  above  mid-May  but  about  3 
cents  below  a  year  earlier.  Egg  markets  will  continue  to 
rise  as  output  eases  from  the  high  levels  of  1971. 

Broiler  meat  output  is  up  moderately  and  continues  at 
record  levels  after  increasing  only  slightly  in  1971. 
Output  through  April  in  Federally  inspected  plants  was 
up  8  percent.  There  were  6  percent  more  broilers 
marketed  at  slightly  heavier  weights  during  the  first  4 
months  of  this  year,  and  May-June  marketings  probably 
have  been  up  about  as  much.  Also,  condemnations  in 
Federally  inspected  plants  have  fallen  sharply. 

Continued  lower  pork  output  and  high  red  meat 
prices  likely  will  encourage  summer  and  fall  broiler 
production  above  July-December  1971.  July  and  August 
market  supplies  will  be  up  around  4  percent,  based  on 
chick  placements  and  egg  settings. 

Winter  broiler  prices  were  above  a  year  earlier  despite 
increased  output.  Prices  fell  sharply  in  April  and 
averaged  around  a  tenth  below  April  1971.  The  9-city 
average  wholesale  price  fell  to  the  25-cents  a  pound  level 
in  early  April  but  recovered  to  28.8  cents  for  the  third 
week  of  June.  Despite  prospective  production  gains, 
prices  will  increase  seasonally  this  summer  and  may 
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average  slightly  higher  than  a  year  ago  for  the  second 
half  of  1972,  supported  by  continued  relatively  high  red 
meat  prices  and  strong  demand  for  high-protein  food. 

January-April  turkey  meat  output  averaged  12 
percent  above  the  same  period  of  1971.  But  April 
production  was  below  a  year  earlier  and  weekly  reports 
indicate  that  slaughter  continued  to  lag  in  May.  Poult 
production  for  June  marketings  rose  slightly. 

Disappearance  of  turkey  meat  has  been  at  a  high  level, 
resulting  in  a  small  decline  in  stocks  despite  larger 
output.  On  June  1,  cold  storage  holdings  totaled  109 
million  pounds,  compared  with  111  million  on  June  1, 
1971. 


Turkey  meat  output  will  gain  more  than  usual  during 
the  second  half  of  1972  and  run  moderately  above  a 
year  ago.  Poult  production  in  April-May  for  summer 
slaughter  was  up  6  percent  and  more  eggs  were  set  in 
early  June. 

Turkey  prices  weakened  during  May  and  early  June 
despite  lagging  output.  Wholesale  prices  for  young  hens 
had  slipped  below  year-earlier  levels  in  early  March. 
Prices  for  young  toms,  have  remained  above  1971.  Prices 
are  expected  to  increase  seasonally  during  the  main 
marketing  season  (September-December)  and  average 
near  year-earlier  levels.  Smaller  pork  supplies  and 
continued  strong  demand  for  high-protein  foods  will 
bolster  turkey  prices. 


SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK 


EGG  SITUATION 

Production  Tips  Downward 

Egg  production  in  May  slipped  below  year-earlier 
levels  for  the  first  time  since  mid-1969.  January -May  egg 
production  totaled  84.7  million  cases,  about  1  percent 
more  than  in  the  like  period  of  1971.  Larger  output  this 
year  resulted  from  increased  productivity  of  the  laying 
flock  which  more  than  offset  slightly  fewer  hens.  The 
rate  of  lay  averaged  around  3  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.  Production  d  uring  May  averaged  546,000  cases  a 
day,  down  2  percent  from  both  April  and  a  year  earlier. 
The  rate  of  lay  was  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier  but 
there  were  3  percent  fewer  layers.

Removal  of  old  hens  from  laying  flocks  picked  up  in 
April  after  lagging  in  March.  Slaughter  of  mature  hens  in 
Federally  inspected  plants  during  the  first  4  months  of 
this  year  totaled  nearly  70  million,  abbut  4  million  more 
than  in  the  same  months  of  1971.  During  April,  hen 
slaughter  totaled  17.5  million,  up  1  million  form  1971. 
But  weekly  reports  indicate  that  slaughter  during  May 
probably  was  slightly  below  May  1971.  In  addition  to 
hen  slaughter,  USDA's  Agricultural  Research  Service 
reports  that  more  than  3  million  birds,  primarily  layers 
in  Southern  California,  were  destroyed  under  the  Exotic 
Newcastle  Disease  eradication  program. 


On  June  1,  the  laying  flock  totaled  306.6  million 
birds,  1  percent  below  a  month  earlier  and  3  percent 
below  June  1,  1971.  The  laying  flock  was  down  in  all 
areas.  There  were  decreases  of  7  percent  in  the  West  and 
around  3  percent  each  in  the  North  Atlantic,  West  North 
Central,  and  South  Atlantic  areas.  There  was  a  2  percent 
decrease  in  the  East  North  Central  and  a  1  percent 
decrease  in  the  South  Central  States. 

Since  December  1970,  the  hatch  of  egg-type  chicks 
for  flock  replacement  purposes  has  been  below 
year-earlier  levels  each  month  except  August  1971. 
Thirteen  percent  fewer  chicks  were  hatched  during  the 
first  5  months  of  1972.  The  May  hatch  was  down  3 
percent  from  the  previous  month  and  15  percent  from 
May  1971.  Eggs  in  incubators  '  on  June  1,  were  17 
percent  below  a  year  ago. 

Egg  Imports  Low 

Large  domestic  production  and  low  egg  prices  this 
year  continue  to  hold  imports  at  low  levels. 
January-April  imports  totaled  the  equivalent  of  about 
11,500  cases,  compared  with  208,000  cases  for  the  same 
months  of  1971  when  imports  were  down  sharply  from 
1970.  Shell  egg  imports  accounted  for  about  96  percent 
of  the  total.  Imports  normally  account  for  less  than 
one-half  a  percent  of  domestic  production. 

Egg  Prices  Low 

This  year's  increased  egg  supplies  and  weak  shell  egg 
demand  for  table  use  generally  held  egg  prices  low 
through  May.  However,  demand  rose  for  shell  eggs  for 
other  than  table  use.  During  January-April  more  eggs 
were  used  for  broiler  hatching  purposes  and  more  were 
exported  and  shipped  to  American  territories. 

Producers'  prices  of  all  eggs  usually  average  lowest  in 
May  when  production  peaks,  and  this  year  has  been  no 
exception.  Producers'  prices  for  all  eggs  in  mid-May 
averaged  27.4  cents  a  dozen,  the  same  as  in  April  but 
about  2  cents  below  May  1971.  Prices  weakened  in  late

May  and  wholesale  prices  for  Grade  A  large  white  eggs 
New  York  fell  to  a  low  of  around  27.5  cents  a  dozen. 
Markets  have  strengthened  and  prices  in  mid-June 
averaged  about  31  cents  a  dozen,  still  down  about  2 
cents  from  a  year  ago. 

Feed  Prices  Slightly  Higher 

Laying  feed  prices  trended  higher  in  recent  months 
but  were  still  below  year-earlier  levels.  Laying  feed  in 
mid-May  averaged  $85  per  ton,  unchanged  from  April 
but  $3  below  May  1971.  Higher  soybean  meal  prices  this 
year  have  largely  offset  lower  com  prices.  The  price  of 
No.  2  corn,  Chicago,  in  May  averaged  $1.29  a  bushel,  11 
percent  below  last  May  but  44  percent  soybean  meal, 
Decatur,  111.,  averaged  $95.20  per  ton,  22  percent  above 
May  1971. 

Although  feed  prices  are  below  last  year,  lower  egg 
prices  have  dropped  the  egg-feed  price  ratio  further,  with 
the  ratio  in  May  at  6.4  compared  with  6.7  in  May  1971.

In  addition,  prices  paid  by  producers  for  production 
items,  including  interest,  taxes  and  wages,  as  of  mid-May 
averaged  120  (1967=100),  unchanged  from  April  but  4 
percent  above  May  1971. 

Disappearance  Picks  Up 

Increased  output  made  more  eggs  available  for  table 
use  during  January -March  this  year  despite  increased  use 
for  other  purposes.  Shell  egg  use  during  this  period 
averaged  about  73  eggs  per  person,  1  more  than  in  the 
same  period  of  1971.  At  the  same  time,  more  eggs  went 
for  hatching  purposes,  liquid  egg  production,  and 
exports  and  shipments. 

Based  on  the  number  of  chicks  hatched  during 
February-May,  about  3  percent  more  eggs  went  for  this 
purpose  than  a  year  ago.  About  6  percent  more  were 
used  for  broiler-type  chicks  while  around  14  percent  less 
went  for  egg-type.  Assuming  the  same  hatchability  rate

as  a  year  ago,  total  eggs  used  for  hatchery  purposes 
during  January— May  this  year  totaled  about  4.8  million 
cases.  This  accounts  for  about  7  percent  of  total  egg 
production,  about  the  same  as  for  the  like  period  of 
1971. 

Continued  lower  domestic  egg  prices  in  1972  resulted 
in  larger  exports  and  increased  shipments  to  American 
territories.  Outgo  during  January— March  totaled 
613,000  cases,  shell  equivalent,  compared  with  510,000 
in  the  same  month  of  1971.  Shipments  to  American 
territories  totaled  410,000  cases  and  exports  203,000 
cases.  This  compares  with  shipment  of  326,000  cases 
and  184,000  cases  exported  a  year  earlier.  Total 
shipments  and  exports  during  this  period  were  less  than 
1  percent  of  production. 

Egg  breaking  activity  this  year  probably  has  been 
above  a  year  ago.  However,  weekly  reports  of  egg 
deliveries  to  breakers  indicate  slower  activity  in  recent 
weeks.  Large  supplies  and  depressed  egg  prices  this  year 
encouraged  large  production  of  egg  products.  Shell  eggs 
broken  for  liquid  egg  production  through  April  29 
totaled  8.8  million  cases.  Breaking  activity  in  coming 
months  may  lag  year-earlier  levels  because  of  increased 
holdings  of  egg  products  in  cold  storage  and  higher  shell 
egg  prices. 


Egg  Stocks  Larger 

Cold  storage  stocks  of  egg  products  have  continued  to 
increase  in  recent  months  with  the  low  egg  prices.  On 
June  1,  egg  products  stock  amounted  to  80  million 
pounds  up  10  percent  from  a  month  earlier  and  19 
percent  more  than  on  June  1,  1971.  Shell  egg  stocks 
totaled  135,000  cases,  41  percent  below  May  and  34 
percent  above  a  year  ago. 

USDA  Egg  Mix  Purchases 

USDA  resumed  purchases  of  egg  mix  for  distribution 
to  needy  families  in  early  April.  Through  June  7, 
purchases  in  1972  under  this  program  amounted  to  10.2 
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million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $7.7  million.  This  was  the 
equivalent  of  520,000  cases  of  shell  eggs.  Purchases  to 
this  date  in  1971  totaled  11  million  pounds  with  6.5 
million  pounds  bought  prior  to  April  1. 

OUTLOOK  FOR  EGGS 

Lower  Output  in  Second  Half 

Higher  productivity  will  partly  offset  the  decline  in 
layer  numbers  in  coming  months.  The  laying  flock  on 
June  1  was  down  3  percent  but  there  was  a  1  percent 
higher  rate  of  lay.  Although  hatchery  activity  has  been 
lower  during  the  first  half  of  1972,  pullets  have  enjoyed 
increased  livability.

There  were  12  percent  fewer  pullets  placed  for  laying 
flocks  through  May  this  year.  And  the  number  of  eggs  in 
incubators  on  June  1,  was  down  17  percent.  The  smaller 
number  of  replacement  pullets  and  seasonally  increasing 
egg  prices  in  coming  months  may  encourage  producers 
to  cull  less  and  continue  the  heavy  forced  molting  of 
recent  months.

At  the  same 
time  there  were  more  layers  molted  and  being  molted. 
On  June  1,  12  percent  of  the  laying  flock  had  been 
forced  molted  while  another  6  percent  were  being 
molted.  This  compares  with  10  percent  molted  and  5 
percent  in  the  process  on  June  1,  1971.  The  heaviest 
molting  activity  is  in  California. 

Despite  fewer  replacement  pullets  being  added,  more 
culling  likely  will  be  needed  to  offset  the  increased 
livability  of  pullets  and  the  force  molting  of  older  layers. 
Industry  reports  indicate  that  use  of  Marek's  vaccine  has 
reduced  mortality  of  replacement  pullets  from  hatch  to 


purchases.  Program  ended  June  24,  1970  and  resumed 
December  24,  1970.  First  purchases  made  after  the  beginning  of 
the  New  Year,  January  1971.

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laying  flock  from  as  much  as  15  to  20  percent,  in  some 
areas  to  less  than  5  percent. 

The  rate  of  lay  on  June  1,  was  down  slightly  from  a 
month  earlier  but  1  percent  above  June  1,  1971.  The 
rate  of  lay  in  coming  months  likely  will  continue  above  a 
year  earlier  but  the  margin  is  expected  to  narrow.  The 
major'  impact  from  the  use  of  Marek's  vaccine  has 
probably  already  occurred  and  the  older  flock  with  more 
force  molted  layers  will  temper  further  gains  in  the  rate 
of  lay. 

(-Vices  Improving 

Wholesale  egg  prices  reached  their  seasonal  low  in 
early  June  and  are  expected  to  pick  up  in  coming 
months  as  output  eases  from  last  year's  high  levels.  The 
wholesale  price  for  Grade  A  large  eggs  in  New  York 
averaged  about  31  cents  a  dozen  in  mid-June.  This  was 
about  2  cents  above  a  month  earlier  but  about  5  cents 
below  the  same  date  a  year  ago.  Prices  have  risen  about  5 
cents  since  early  June.  Prices  during  the  second  half  of 
this  year  are  expected  to  run  moderately  above 
July-December  1971,  when  wholesale  prices  for  Grade  A 
large  eggs,  New  York,  averaged  34.2  cents  a  dozen. 


The  USDA  egg  marketing  guide  suggested  that 
July-December  1972  egg  output  be  reduced  2  percent 
from  year-earlier  levels.  This  would  require  reducing  the 
laying  flock  by  more  than  2  percent  because  of  the 
expected  increase  in  productivity.  The  guide  indicated 
this  level  of  output  would  result  in  improved  prices  to 
producers.

BROILER  SITUATION 

Record  Production  in  1972 

Broiler  production  this  year  has  been  at  record  levels 
after  lagging  during  part  of  1971.  Through  May  this  year 
there  were  6  percent  more  broilers  marketed  and  live 
weight  averaged  a  little  heavier.  Also,  condemnations 
were  substantially  lower.  Federally  inspected  slaughter 
plants  through  April  turned  out  8  percent  more  broiler 
meat  for  a  total  of  2.5  billion  pounds.  In  addition, 
weekly  slaughter  reports  and  broiler  chick  placements  in 
22  States  indicate  that  May-June  output  was  probably 
up  at  least  6  percent. 

Broiler  meat  output  for  April  totaled  624  million 
pounds,  certified  ready-to-cook  weight,  4  percent  above 
April  1971.  However,  there  were  2  less  slaughter  days, 
and  on  a  daily  rate  basis,  April  output  this  year  averaged 
31.2  million  pounds,  up  14  percent.  Weekly  reports 
indicate  that  the  number  of  broilers  slaughtered  during 
May  continued  to  run  well  above  the  previous  year.

Post-mortem  condemnations  of  young  chickens 
(mostly  broilers)  in  Federally  inspected  plants  have 
continued  to  decline  in  recent  months.  Through  April 
this  year  they  totaled  about  107  million  pounds,  New 
York   dressed   weight,   3.4  percent  of  the  quantity 


inspected.  This  compares  with  132  million  pounds  and 
4.5  percent  for  the  same  months  of  1971.  Ante-mortem 
condemnations  during  the  same  period  were  down 
slightly  and  accounted  for  less  than  a  half  percent  of  the 
number  inspected  and  totaled  12.5  million  pounds  live 
weight,  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  Total 
condemnations  were  equivalent  to  around  3.5  million 
broilers.  The  use  of  Marek's  vaccine  apparently  has 
halted  the  upward  trend  of  condemnations  in  recent 
years.

Prices  Recovering 

Broiler  prices  during  the  first  quarter  this  year 
generally  were  above  a  year  earlier  despite  increased 
supplies.  Prices  then  dipped  below  1971  levels  in  early 
April  and  averaged  about  a  tenth  below  April  1971. 
Prices  have  rallied  since  then. 

During  January-March  this  year  the  9-city  wholesale 
delivered  price  for  ready-to-cook  broilers  averaged  27.8 
cents  a  pound,  about  a  cent  above  the  first  quarter  of 
1971.  Despite  increased  boiler  meat  output,  prices  held 
up  largely  because  of  smaller  pork  supplies,  increased 
consumer  disposable  incomes,  and  relatively  high  red 
meat  prices.  In  addition,  there  was  an  extra  day  of 
consumption  in  the  first  quarter  because  of  leap  year. 
Further  output  gains  in  early  April  pushed  prices  down,

BROILER  OUTLOOK 


Output  to  Continue  Large 

Expected  low  pork  production  and  continued  high 
red  meat  prices  likely  will  encourage  moderately  higher 
broiler  production  this  summer  and  fall.  Broiler  chick 
placements  in  22  important  states,  for  market  supplies  in 
July  and  early  August,  are  up  around  4  percent.  The 
placements  margin  over  1971  narrowed  during 
March-May  as  the  broiler-feed  price  ratio  eased,  but 
tended  to  widen  again  in  early  June. 

Lower  feed  prices  in  early  1972  encouraged  producers 
to  expand  output.  The  January-March  broiler-feed  price 
ratio  at  3.0  was  up  more  than  a  tenth  but  declining 
prices  and  increased  feed  costs  pushed  the  ratio  down  to 
2.7  in  April.  Higher  broiler  prices  in  May  raised  the 
broiler-feed  price  ratio  to  2.8.  This  compares  with  2.9 
for  May  1971. 

Prices  Should  Strengthen 

Broiler  prices  will  increase  seasonally  this  summer  and 
probably  will  average  slightly  above  year-earlier  levels. 
Continued  high  red  meat  prices  and  strong  demand  for 
meats  during  the  summer  and  fall  will  support  broiler 
prices.  Supplies  of  beef  may  be  slightly  larger  this 


and  although  subsequently  strengthening,  prices  have 
remained  below  year-earlier  levels.  Prices  fell  to  a  low  of 
25.3  cents  a  pound  for  the  second  week  of  April  but 
averaged  28.8  cents  for  the  third  week  of  June. 


PRICES  OF  POULTRY  AND  EGGS 
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Input  Prices 

Prices  of  major  items  used  in  producing  broilers  in 
May  were  about  the  same  as  a  month  earlier  but  below 
May  1971.  Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  broiler  feed  in 
mid-May  averaged  $96  a  ton,  unchanged  from  a  month 
earlier  but  $3  below  May  1971.  The  cost  of  most  other 
items  of  production  remained  about  the  same  in  May. 
Prices  paid  by  farmers  in  May  for  production  items 
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summer  and  fall  but  pork  suplies  will  be  moderately 
smaller   and   red   meat   prices  are  expected   to  be 
substantially  above  1971. 

The  latest  USDA  broiler  marketing  guide  suggests  that 
third  quarter  broiler  marketings  be  held  to  about  a  4 


percent  increase  while  fourth  quarter  marketings  be  the 
same  level  as  a  year  ago.  If  production  is  held  to  near 
those  levels,  prices  during  the  summer  and  fall  would 
likely  average  moderately  above  the  9-city  wholesale 
price  of  26.7  cents  a  year  ago.

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TURKEY  SITUATION 

Larger  Supplies 

More  turkeys  are  being  marketed  during  the  first  half 
of  this  year  than  a  year  ago.  Turkey  meat  output  during 
January-April  in  Federally  inspected  slaughter  plants 
totaled  193  million  pounds,  ready-to-cook  weight,  12 
percent  more  than  in  the  same  months  of  1971.  The 
number  of  turkeys  marketed  gained  10  percent  and  the 
liveweight  per  turkey  was  up  2  percent.  Output  relative 
to  1971  has  declined  in  recent  months.  Output  in  April 
was  down  12  percent  but  there  were  2  less  working  days 
during  April  this  year.  On  a  daily  rate,  April  output 
averaged  2.2  million  pounds,  down  only  2  percent. 
Weekly  reports  indicate  that  slaughter  during  May  was 
near  year-earlier  levels.  But  Poult  production  is  up 
slightly  for  June  marketings. 

Turkey  condemnations  in  Federally  inspected 
slaughter  plants  this  year  have  run  slightly  higher.  Most 
are  post-mortem  condemnations.  These  condemnations 
of  young  turkeys  (including  fryer-rosters)  during  the 
first  4  months  this  year  totaled  3.32  percent  of  the 
quantity  inspected,  compared  with  3.15  percent  for  the 
same  months  of  1971.  At  the  same  time  0.24  percent  of 
the  old  turkeys  were  condemned  compared  with  0.17 
percent  in  1971. 

Turkeys  used  for  further  processing  this  year  changed 
little  while  substantially  more  were  cut  up  under  Federal 
inspection.  Turkey  meat  inspected  for  further  processing 
under  Federal  inspection  during  January-April  totaled 
144  million  pounds,  ready-to-cook  weight,  about  the 
same  as  a  year  ago.  Turkey  cut  up  advanced  to  90 
million  pounds,  up  78  percent. 

Turkey  use  through  May  was  at  a  relatively  high  level 
resulting  in  little  effect  on  cold  storage  stocks  despite 
increased  turkey  meat  output.  Cold  storage  holdings  on 
June  1  totaled  109  million  pounds,  compared  with  111 
million  pounds  on  June  1,  1971.

Weaker  Prices 

Turkey  prices  continued  to  weaken  during  May 
despite  lagging  output.  The  mid-month  price  for  live 
turkeys  in  May  averaged  21.5  cents  a  pounds,  compared 


with  22.1  cents  for  April  and  21.2  cents  for  May  1971. 
Wholesale  prices  for  young  hens  slipped  below 
year-earlier  levels  in  early  March  while  prices  for  young 
toms,  although  weaker,  remained  above  1971.  New  York 
wholesale  prices  in  May  for  8-16  pound  young  hens 
averaged  34.8  cents  a  pound,  down  about  a  half  cent 
from  March  and  more  than  a  cent  below  May  1971. 
Prices  for  young  toms,  14-20  pounds,  averaged  33.8 
cents  a  pound  in  May,  also  a  half  cent  below  April  but 
nearly  a  cent  above  May  1971.

TURKEY  OUTLOOK 

Larger  Supplies  in  Second  Half 

Turkey  meat  supplies  during  the  second  half  this  year 
will  be  larger  than  in  July-December  1971.  Turkey  meat 
output  will  increase  more  than  usual  in  the  summer  and 
fall  and  run  moderately  above  a  year  ago.  Cold  storage 
turkey  stocks  on  July  1  may  be  about  the  same  as  on 
July  1, 1971. 

Poults  produced  in  April  and  May  are  ready  for 
slaughter  in  summer  and  fall.  These  are  normally  the 
peak  months  for  poult  production  and  accounts  for 
about  one-third  of  annual  turkey  production.  This  year 
poult  production  was  about  6  percent  higher  than  the 
same  months  of  1971.  In  addition  to  more  poults 
produced  there  were  2  percent  more  eggs  in  incubators 
on  June  1  than  a  year  earlier.  And  turkey  eggs  set  in 
early  June  in  10  major  States  that  usually  account  for 
around  two-thirds  of  U.S.  production  were  up  4  percent 
from  the  like  period  of  1971. 

Second  Half  Price  May  Average  Near  1971 

Despite  larger  output,  turkey  prices  probably  will 
increase  seasonally  during  the  second  half  this  year, 
thanks  to  reduced  pork  supplies,  increased  disposable 
consumer  incomes,  and  continued  strong  demand  for 
high-protein  foods.  Turkey  prices  during  the  second  half 
likely  will  average  slightly  above  the  like  period  of  1971. 
At  that  time  New  York  wholesale  prices  for  U.S.  Grade 
A,  8-16  pound  young  hens  averaged  38.5  cents  a  pound 
while  prices  for  14-20  pound  young  toms  averaged  34.5 
cents.

1971  POULTRYMEN'S  INCOME  DOWN 


Income  Lower 

Gross  income  from  broilers,  turkeys,  and  eggs  in  the 
1971     marketing     year,    including    the    value  of 
consumption  in  producer  households,  fell  sharply  for  the 
second  year  in  a  row  despite  larger  output  for  eggs  and 
turkeys.  Beginning  in  1971,  production,  disposition, 
cash  receipts,  and  gross  income  for  poultry  and  eggs  are 
!  reported  on  a  December-November  marketing  year.  Sales 
!  of  poultry  and  eggs  in  1971  totaled  nearly  $4  billion,  a 
I  decline  of  $400  million  from  1970.  Despite  larger  egg 
[  production,  sharply  reduced  egg  prices  during  all  of 
!  1971  accounted  for  the  drop  in  income.  A  small  increase 
I  in  income  from  broilers  was  offset  by  an  equal  decline 
for  other  chicken.  Income  from  turkeys  was  up  slightly. 
Sales  of  eggs  accounted  for  47  percent  of  total  income 
from  poultry  and  eggs,  broilers  38  percent,  turkeys  13 
'  percent,  and  other  chickens  2  percent.  In  1970  eggs 
accounted  for  52  percent,  broilers  34  percent,  turkeys 
11  percent,  and  other  chickens  3  percent. 

Eggs 

Producers  marketed  196.2  million  cases  of  eggs  last 
year,  about  2.5  percent  more  than  in  1970.  Prices  to 
producers  averaged  31.4  cents  a  dozen  for  all  eggs  sold, 

I  20  percent  below  the  previous  year.  The  sharp  decline  in 
prices  more  than  offset  larger  output  and  total  egg  sales 

I  fell  $397  million. 


Eggs  consumed  in  1971  on  farms  where  produced 
accounted  for  about  $8  million  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  This  brought  the  gross  value  of  1971  egg 
production  to  $1,875  million,  down  $405  million. 

Broilers  and  Chickens 

The  liveweight  value  of  broiler  production  in  1971 
totaled  $1,488  million,  up  $13  million  from  a  year 
earlier  as  total  pounds  produced  and  prices  received  both 
rose  slightly.  Production  of  2,947  million  broilers  was 
down  around  40  million.  However,  the  average  live 
weight  of  broiler  marketed  was  up  a  little  more  than  1 
percent,  resulting  in  a  small  increase  in  poundage 
produced.  Live  weight  prices  for  broilers  averaged  13.7 
cents  a  pound  in  1971,  compared  with  13.6  cents  in 
1970. 

Sales  of  chickens,  other  than  commercial  broilers, 
amounted  to  $90  million,  down  $13  million.  Output  was 
down  about  3  percent  and  prices  averaged  7.7  cents  per 
pound  live  weight,  down  15  percent  from  1970.  Around 
6  percent  of  production,  valued  at  nearly  $6  million,  was 
consumed  in  households  where  produced,  giving  a  $96 
million  gross  value  of  chicken  production  other  than 
commercial  broilers. 

Turkeys 

Producer  income  from  turkeys  in  1971  totaled  $501 
million,  about  $4  million  above  1970.  This  increase 
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resulted  from  about  4  percent  more  turkeys  sold.  Prices 
in  1971  averaged  22.1  cents  a  pound  live  weight,  down 
from  the  22.6  cents  received  in  1970.  Producers  raised 


120  million  turkeys,  compared  with  116  million  in  the 
previous  year.  The  live  weight  of  birds  sold  averaged 
18.8  pounds,  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.
